The Alberta Poultry Bulletin 
for Decent tier, 1927 publish'd a re 
port of its year’s work with regard 
to 125 flocks selected and approved 
by a government inspector, and 
kept under the supervision of the 
Department of Agriculture for one 
year.

Tho Wood Buffalo Park, which lies 
on each side of the boundary liuo be¬ 
tween the Northwest Territories and 
the province of Alberta Is administer 
■ed by the North West Territories and 
Yukon Branch of the Department of 
the Interior, and at. the request of this 
branch, jiio survey work was under¬ 
taken l»y the Topographical Survey of 
tho Fame Department in coop* ration 
with the Itoyul Canadian Air Force 
of the Department of Nutlonal De¬ 
fence. The greatest dimensions of the 
park are approximately 175 miles 
north and couth and. 150 miles east 
and west.

Tho fall 
and winter range cf the buffalo stands 
out clearly; the heavily wooded rolling 
country and the spring and summer 
feeding grounds are also recognizable, 
on the photographic prints. A third 
class of country in which the swampy 
areas shade to the highlands Is also 
shown. This country Is nearly flat 
with low' islands nnd on it drainage 
Is poor and moss accumulates. Al 
though such land does not furnish 
much pasturage It serves tho useful 
purposes of conserving tlie water sup¬ 
ply and forming a natural fireguard < 
Tho examination of the photographs 
of the southern half of the park cov¬ 
ered by the work of the past season 
reveals a great many previously uu- 
knowu lakes, relieving any apprehen¬ 
sion of water shortage. Valuable data 
on the situation as to pasturage and 
road location may ulso be obtained to 
assist in the administration aud devel¬ 
opment of tho park.

Any Antagonism Between Eng¬ 
lish Speaking Nations Should 
Be Overcome 

"Big Blip' Thompson Is n politician: 
and tho fact that ho regardt an anti* 
British stunt as good politics In the 
second biggest city in the States is one 
calling not for derlslvo laughter but 
Tor serious thought. 

Tho average American, even If ho 
Is not perturbed by the Idea of pro¬ 
paganda (and the belief in tho exist¬ 
ence of that propaganda is very wide¬ 
spread), does undoubtedly resent tho 
average British attitude to America 
ana Americans. 

Ho reels that Brltfsh people despise 
him: that they regard him either as 
an upstart or us a comic figure; that. 
In his own idiom .they "high-hat” him: 
that even when they are friendly thcro 
la a touch of patronage In that friend¬ 
ship: and since he Is Intensely proud 
with all the aggressive pride of a 
newly prosperous people ,hc resents 
this deeply and bitterly. 

Now that feeling--of which Mayor 
Thompson Is tho ludicrous expres¬ 
sion—is a serious political fact. Bri¬ 
tish capitalism and American capital¬ 
ism are today rivals in half the mar¬ 
kets and Investment areas of tho 
world. Great Britain and America are 
the only two great naval powers. Dip¬ 
lomatic relations -as witness the Gen¬ 
eva Conference—are none of the best. 

Under such circumstances the ex¬ 
istence or the growth of feelings of 
antagonism between the peoples Is a 
dangerous factor. Certainly it Is no 
matter for Jest aud derisive comment. 
It would bo wise to cease for a whllo 
laughing at Mayor Thompson and to 
ponder seriously tho facts underlying 
his follies —London Herald.
